port boy, died suddenly at the Michael 
Reese Hospital in Chicago on August 
third, the news of his untimely end 
coming as a great shock to his relatives 
and friends in this city. Or, Holt had 
been in Newport on his annual visit 
only about a week before his death, and 
at that time he seemed to be in perfect 
health.

Dr. Holt was the only son of the Into

drugstore, logo to Boston whero ho 
secured employment «t the Boston City 
Hospital.

of doctor of pharmacy from the Massa- 
chusetts College of Pharmacy in 1805. 
He next took a course at the 
Harvard 


Medical School and received his degrA 
as Doctor of Medicine In JSyO, On 
January 1, 1001, he was ap|X>inted aa- 
sistant superintendent of the Boston 
City Hospital, a position that he filled 
with honor and credit for eleven years, 
resigning in 1916 lo accept Ihe impor- 
tant position 
of 
superintendent of 


the Michael Hcesc Hospital in Chicago. 


Dr. Holt was u skilled physician nnd 


possessed the executive ability to fit him 
well for the exacting position of super- 
intendent of a large institution. His 
long connection wilh the great Boston 
City Hospital was u splendid training, 
and had he lived he would undoubtedly 
have attained even higher place in his 
profession. 


Although he had been away from New- 


port for many years he kept up hi: 
Newport friendships and had a great 
love for the city of his birth. He was 
never married. He is survived by ime 
sister, Mrs. Frank Langdon of Ipswich, 
MBBB., and three cousins, Messrs. Grant 
P. Taylor, William P. Dawley and 
Perry B. Dawley of Newport. Mrs. 
George B. Slocum of this city is an 
aunt.

Washington.—In order to ascertain 


the position of the business men of 
the nation on the controversy between 
the railroads of the country and the 
unions of train service 'mployes, which 
was precipitated by tht demand of the 
latter for an increase in wages tbat 
would amount to 1100,000,000 a year, 
the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce recently submitted the mat- 
ter to a vote of all Its members. They 
were asked to express their opinion as 
to whether the dispute should be- al- 
lowed to take its course with the pos- 
sibility of a great strike tbat would 
tie up all the transportation lines 
throughout the country and paralyzo 
all business, or whether they would 
favor the adoption to a joint resolu- 
tion by the two branches of congress 
directing the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to Investigate and pass 
upon tbe matter. 


The vote received was a very large 


one and represented business organ- 
izations in every part of the coun- 
try. The result wns overwhelmingly. 
In favor of pluclng the matter in the 
hands of the Interstate 
Commerce 


Commission, DS4V, votes being cast In 
favor of tills course and only 2 
against It. The result showed clearly 
thnt the business Interests of the 
country arc unalterably against per- 
mitting the transportation lines to be 
tied up by :i national railroad strike 
thitt vvonlil ii:irii|v7t- the commerce 
the rtv.inrry nml Int'l-'t enormous losses 
on nil «-|ns>os "i riif/.'ii*.

clare a strike. This they have since 
been doing. 


Meanwhile n resolution has been In- 


troduced in Congress directing the In- 
terstate 
Commerce Commission to

wages. This resolution Is now nwait- 
Ing action. It Is believed here that If 
nothing further Is done by Congress or 
by the parties to the wage dispute tn 
brine nlKiut n peaceful settlement the

through the I'nltort States Chamber 
of Commerce, or some other organiza- 
tion, will appeal to the CFOvernmcnt 
to lake some direct nnrt decisive action 
to prevent the destruction of national 
prosperity by a strike on all tbe rail- 
road lines.

DEMANDS OF R. R. TRAINMEN. 


Wage Increaie of $100,000,000 a Y..r 


Would Hive to Be Borni by Public, 
The train service employes of all 


railroad lines In the United States have 
united in a demand for a new basis of 
pay for all men engaged in operating 
trains, except those in passenger serv- 
ice. At the present time they are paid 
on the basis of ten hours of time or 
100 miles of distance, whichever gives 
them the higher pay; and every man 
receives n full day's pay, no matter 
bow short a time be works. 


The trainmen now demand.that. In 


all but passenger service, (1) the pres- 
ent ten houra pay shall b« given for 
eight hours, or less, with a guarantee 
of a full day's pay. no matter how lit- 
tle service is performed; {21 overtime 
to begin after eight hours. Instead of 
after ton hours, and to be paid for at 
»ne and one-half times the hourly rate. 


These demands would Increase the 


hourly rate of pay 25 per cent, and the 
overtime rate STV4 per cent 


They also Insist that all special extra 


pay provisions In the 10-hour schedules 
shall be Included In the 
proposed 


8-hour schedule. 


Tbe^e special rales frequently give 


double pay for the same service, and 
enable the employes to earn two and 
three days' pay In a single day of i 
ordinary working hcrars. 
; 


As the tncre.i'w for all the lines Is es- !

year the railroads say that they cannot ' 
pay it unless they are allowed to'in- j 
create frelcbt and passenger rates. 


The averace waees of tbe men en- i

The troughs, Mr. Allen explains, 


havo usually a length of Jnst over a 
qnarter of a mile nnd are laid per- 
fectly level In the center of the "four 
foot" Water Is taken from them by 
means of a movable shovel shaped 
"scoop" under the tender, which Is 
lowered Into the troTigh as the train 
passes over It at full speed. The sharp 
edge of Ibis scoop cuts off, na It were, 
the "top layer" of the water, which Is 
forced up Into a large vertical pipe anil 
delivered through a mushroom head or 


n elbow nt the top of the lender Into 
the water tank. As fioon as the water 
gauge on the tender Indicates that the 
tank la full the scoop la raised again. 
According to tbe speed nt which the 
train Is traveling. It Is possible to lift 
from 2,000 to 3,000 gallons In about 
fifteen seconds.--Westminster Gazette.

Agree to Refer Demande of Men For 


More Pax to the Interstate Commtrce 
Commission or to Accept Settlement 
Under Newlands Act. 


New York:—Tbe announcement that 


the strike vote which has been In prog- 
ress among tbe train service employes 
of American railroads for the past sev- 
eral weeks has been completed, and 
that the final demands by tbe union 
leaders are soon to be presented to tbe 
railroad managers here, Indicates tbat 
the public will soon know whether the 
controversy between the railroad work- 
ers and their employers is to be settled 
peaceably,-igrt whether a nation-wide 
strike Is to be Inflicted upon tbe coun- 
try. 


Thus far tbe leaders of the four 


unions—the Brotherhood of Ixicomo- 
tlve Engineers, the Brotherhood of Lo- 
comotive Firemen and Engtnemen; the 
Order of Hallway Conductors and the 
Brotherhood ol Railroad Trainmen- 
have refused to consider any proposal 
for an arbitration of the questions lu 
dispute, or for settlement of the con- 
troversy by tbe Interstate Commerce 
Commission.

Would Cost J 100,000,000. 


The demands of the train service men 


for an Increase In wages, which, It lj 
estimated, would coat the railroads of 
the country $100,000,000 a year, were 
originally presented last March. At 
that time the representatives of the 
unions asked for a conference with a 
committee of railroad managers repre- 
senting the various railroad lines of 
the country. 


Thla conference began here In New 


York on June 1st, and continued for 
two weeks. The railroads were repre- 
lented by a committee of nineteen 
managers, and the brotherhoods by th« 
beads of their various national and lo- 
tal organisations— some eight hundred 
men In ill. 


Choice of Methods Offered, 


^he conference failed to reach aded- 
ilon owing to tbe refusal of the union 
leaders to consider any modification of 
their demands, or nny proposal for ar- 
bitration. 
At the conclusion of the 


meetings the railroad managers sub- 
mitted a proposal to refer the whole 
juestlon to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, or to arbitration under tbe 
provision of the federal statute cover- 
Ing this mutter.

One of tho side doors in Ihe Wanton 


House had a sign over it, as I recol- 
lect,- indicating that it was the law 
office of Joseph Patten, who was then 
a young attorney, but loft Newport 
early and settled in New Jersey where 
he lived to an extremely advanced age. 
He was a son of tho Rev. 
Wm. Patten 


who served as Pastor of the Second 
Congregational Church and preached in 
tho building in Clarko Street where the 
Central Baptist Church worship is now 
held. I have an impression that the 
other side door led to the office of 
Christopher tilery Kobbins, but of this 
1 am not so positive. Mr. Kobbins also 
was a young lawyer. He was the son 
of Hon. Asher Itobbins who for many 
years was a senator of the United 
States. 


The next building was n narrow 
one 


which occupied the space on which the 
new annex to tho Boston Store has re- 
cently been added. 
In this building 


was the hardware store of Anthony V. 
Taylor. 
Mr. Taylor was an elderly 


man who represented emphatically the 
conservative qualities that • quite 
n 


larjjo number of Newport people had 
derived from previous generations, and 
which was credited to the 
community 


as Uicir peculiar characteristic. Mr. 
Taylor had a small back sh >p in which 
he eked out the income from his trade, 
by work in the line of the commodities 
in which he dealt 
He was a grandson 


of one »nd a great grandson of the 
other of the famous Doctors Vigneron 
who had a very high standing early in 
the eighteenth century, and who were 
frequently referred to in the retrospec- 
tion of tho old Newport Citizens as the 
old Dutch Doctors.
